A False Christ. 

The little town ol Rockford, III., 
is the seat of a man who pretends 
to l>e Christ returned to the earth. 

He has auburn hair and beard 
aud taking advantage of a resgm- 
blAnce to the conventional pictures 
of Jeaus he declares that though 
his body is new anil does uot show 
the wounds into which doubting 
Thomas thrust his tinge rsjiis conn 
touAlice is the same. His life, out¬ 
side of his blasphemous claim to 
divinity, is said to be blameless 
and lus calm suavity of manner 
coupled with more than 
ordinary intelligence gives him a 
marvelous influence over his follow¬ 
ers. His claim was expressed to n 
correspondent of the New York ( 
Examiner as follows: 

‘■I am the Christ. I am the per¬ 
fect man. I am God. I possess 
all bf the divine attributes, and am 
sinle&s. This is my second advent 
ou earth, and the time is not far 
off when I shall make such mani¬ 
festations of my divinity and pow¬ 
er as will startle tbe world, and 
bring beleivers to me by the thous¬ 
and and tens of thousands. 1 have 
unlimited power. I do not this 
time often work miracles, lor I wish 
now to convert the world to truth 
without intervention of the super¬ 
natural, but I oan work them, and 
have done so for those who believe. 
(His followers testify that be works 
miracles.) I shall be here many 
years, bnt I am only incarnate ;tbis 
body is material and must perish. 
When it becomes corrupt iu death 
I shall enter another body aud still 
live ou earth.” (Here is the hook 
for a successor to hang his claim 
npon.) “Many things in the gospel 
about my crucifixion aud my for¬ 
mer life on earth are inaccurate, 
and I am now writing a new ver¬ 
sion of the New Testament that 
will be correct.” 

This all c*me about through the 
holiness craze. Fifteen years ago 
Mrs. Dora Helen Fletoh- 
er Beekmau, the wile of a. Congre¬ 
gational minister in northern Illin¬ 
ois professed perfection aud soon 
announced that she had the spirit 


odist miuister who now claims di¬ 
vinity. 

‘•When Mrs. Bedkman died in 
1883 she promised her followers 
that she would rise from the dead 
In threo-days. They waited seven 
days with unwavering faith and 
then Mr. Beckman, who had never 
been humbugged, took the respon 
Ability of bnrying the, corpse which 
had already become offensive. 

TheirSchweiufiirth came forward. 
He claimed to have had a vision 
“through the windows of Dora 
Beckman’s sonl,” and she lu»d re 
vealed to him that he was Christ, 
the Holy one. “My spirit passes 
into thee,” she said to him as she 
left, the world,“and thus transforms 
the whole being. Go forth pure and 
sinless, the only son of God act¬ 
ually begotten of me. Thou shalt 
bring all nations to worship thee.” 

The Beekmauities accepted his 
story, and their numbers increased. 
He told them that through a grad 
ual transformation of his l»ody he 
was to become Christ, physical? as 
well as spiritually. Not, long ago 
he assembled his followers - in Chi¬ 
cago and told them that the trans 
formation was complete’and that 
he was now the Christ.. 

Schweinlurth’s following is re¬ 
markable. Already the sect has 
branches in Chicago, Minneapolis. 
Kansas City, Leavenworth; Louis 
Iville, Cincinnati and a number of 
small towns. * His followers are so 
overcome with this infatuation tliut 
they hold their property subject to 
their idol, and it is slated that not 
less than 950,000 worth of property 
around Rockford and 9100,000 in 
Chicago has been deeded to him. 
An old man named Spencer Wel¬ 
don has given Sch we in faith a mag 
iiifloent f irm of 800 acres,four miles 
south of Rockford, and there the 
pretender lives iu princely style. 
Heim put 920,000 worth of ini 
provements oil the place and lives 
in a large, elegantly furnished man 
sion, tjinrrounded with Iwantilul 
lawns, drives, lowers and all the 
appointments of luxury. His dress 
is modern, aud his clothing is 
stylish and elegant, and his deport 
meut is that of a gentleman. His 
language is a careful imitation of 
Christ’s, anti he is said to he calm, 
quiet and polite, wjtli no evidence 
of insanity in his actions. 

His mansion they call heaven* 
aud here all new converts are ex¬ 
pected to go and receive instruc¬ 
tions with the personal influence of 
l-the man they worship. Some of 
these pilgrims Schweinfurth sends 
into a field ol^labor, others to their 
homes, and on others especially fa. 
vored he confers the degree of 
“augel,” and takes them ilttff tts 
household: About sixtyftve o(these 
angels—fifty women and fifteen 
men—now live in the mansion with 
their leader. This state of affairs 
aroused suspicion, and some Chica¬ 
go gentlemen, whose families had 
been broken up by the conversion 
of their wives and daughters, sent 
a female member of a Chicago 
Methodist church to investigate the 
matter. She was to enter the man¬ 
sion, ingratiate herself in the pre 
tender’s favor, and, if possible, dis¬ 
cover grounds for a criminal pros¬ 
ecution. The woman went and 
was converted, returning to Chica¬ 
go a zealous believer. 

The pretender has taken a re¬ 
markable hold upon people of ap¬ 
parent intelligence among them 
several ministers. A former Con¬ 
gregational minister, who is an al- 
uihuus of Yule aud Andover,is pas¬ 
tor of the Chicago branch, and the 
leading spirit in Kansas city is tbe 
daughter of a Presbyteriau minis¬ 
ter. The members are very zealous 
and bold iu proselyting, going iuto 
homes, prayer meetings and minis¬ 
ters’ meetings where they watch 


This recalls the beginning of 
Monnonism which had its birth in 
the same region. In some res|iecU 
Schweinfurth appears to be the »u- 
perior of Joseph Smith, and hie in¬ 
fluence over his fnllowers,Hwordinf 
to accounts, is not. less remarkable. 

Such » spectacle in thin age of 
school* show* that education doe* 
net relieve the world of hiuaticwm. 
Till* sect grew up in a region of 
schools, and counts among its ad¬ 
herents many jiersons of eduuMtioa 
aud apparent intelligence. So far 
no charge of immoral conduct bae 
keeu lodged against them, md tbe 
“angels” in Schweinfurth’s “heav¬ 
en,” so far a* the world knows,have 
done nothing to prove that they 
are imps. About the only thing 
that seems to do justice to the case 
is the remark of Puck in the Mid¬ 
summer Night’s Dream, “Wuat 
fools thane mortals be.”
